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Historical significance (continued)

This was formerly the home of Francis Brown (wounded on April 19, 1775)
and his son, James Brown. The Brown farm extended along Pleasant Street to
6 atertown Street (all of today's Wilson Farm).

According to the Proceedings of the Lexington Hissrical Societ y , Volume
II, p. 31, at the time of the battle, Francis Brown was livin

g in one of the
two old houses owned by the Browns, situated well back from P•'assachusetts
Avenue on today's Seasons' Four property.

According to Hudson, Volume II, p. 67, Francis Brown "later built a
house and kept a tavern in the East Village, on a farm which is still owned
by his descendants." If Bryant is correct, then Francis Brown did not build
this house until after 1775.
